INTRODUCTION. 


NV Judicious Man, who will be at the pains 
attentively to read the following Speeches, 
and compare them with the Papers left by 
Lord Derwentwater, Colonel Oxburgb, and the 
other Rebels lately executed, muſt ſoon be convine d, 
That they all proceed from the ſame Mint, and ar 
fram'd on purpoſe to ſpirit up the Faction to a Ne 
Rebellion. | 
There's ſuch an Uniformity in the Stile, Matter, and 
Way of Arguing, as ſufficiently proves this; ſo that 
inſtead of being the Speeches of the deceas'd Rebels, 
they plainly appear to be the Compoſure of others, who 
endeavour to ſerve the Cauſe not only at the Expence 
of thoſe poor Mens Reputation, but even of their Souls, 
by prevailing upon them to deliver ſuch Papers as 
their dying Sentiments, and the Reſult of their ow 
Thoughts, 
This is very plain in the Caſe of Mr, Hall, who be- 
ing ask'd at the Place of Execution, if the Paper he 
deliver'd was writ by himſelf, he avoided giving a 
direct Anſwer, and only ſaid it contain'd his Sentiments; 
tho 'tis highly probable he never carefully read it, if 
we conſider the notorious Falſhood which he is made 
to allert, That the Rebels conquer'd the King's Troops at 
Preſton. | 
Beſides, he and Mr.. Paul were ſo far from being 


ſtedfaſt to the Pretender's. Intereſt, as is given out in 
55 the

the Speeches, and ſo little fond of what they call Mar- 
tyrdom, that tis very well known they us'd all poſſible 
Endeavours to fave their Lives, would have diſown'd 
the Pretender's Claim, and renew'd their Oaths to the 
Government, could they have obtain'd their Pardon on 
that Condition. The Speech-makers were not ignorant 
of this, but they reſolv'd to delude the unthinking Po- 
pulace, and to make thoſe Men paſs for Valiant and 
Glorious Martyrs; tho, in truth, they liv'd and dy'd 
the moſt hateful Diſſemblers, both with God and Maa, 
that ever were heard of, | 

But to come to the Speeches themſelves.

Good People, I am juſt going to make my Appearance in 
the other World, where I muſt give an Account of all the 
Adions of my paſt Life and tho I have endeavour'd to 
make my Peace with God, by ſincerely repenting of all my 
Sins, yet foraſmuch as ſeveral of them are of a Publick 
Nature, I take it to be my Duty to declare here, in the 
Face of the World, my hearty Abborrence and Deteſtation 
of them. | | 

REMARKS. 

"Tis eaſy to perceive that this Paragraph is calculated 
to gain Credit to what he was afterwards to ſay; but 
the judicious Reader will diſcover the Artifice, and 
tat the Author is far from being ingenuous, Tis very 
odd, in a Proteſtant Divine, to talk of making his Peace 
with Cod, by a ſincere Repentance of all bis Sins, and not 
ſay one Word of Faith in the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt ; 
without which, Repentance can neither be ſincere nor 
perfet. This looks ſo like the Popiſh Doctrine, that 
Penance is a ſufficient Atonement for Sin, as gives e- 
very one juſt Cauſe to ſuſpect the Author's Religion. 

He takes notice, that ſeveral of his Sins were of a 
Publick Nature, and that he thought it his Duty to de- 
clare his hearty Abhorrence and Deteſtation of them 
in the Face of the World ; but how much he juggled 
in this Matter, will be eyichen

And firſt, 1 ask Pardon of God and the King, for hav- 
ing violated my Loyalty, by taking moſt abominable Oaths in 
Defence of Uſurpation, againſt my Lamful Sovereign King 
James the Third. ET: | 
And as | asł Pardon of all Perſons whom ] have injur d 
or offended, ſo 1 do eſpecially deſire Forgiveneſs. of all thoſe 
whom I have ſcandaliz'd by pleading Guilty. I am ſenſi- 
ble that it is a Baſe and Diſhonourable Action, that it is 
inconſiſtent with my Duty to the King, and an entire Sur- 
render of my Loyalty. Human Frailty, and too great a 
Deſire of Life, together with the Perſuaſions of ſeveral who 
pretended to be my Friends, were tbe Occaſion of it. I truſt 
God of bis infinite Mercy, upon my ſincere Repentance, bas 


Tr forgiven me; and I bope all good Chriſtians will,

Since the Author owns, that ſeveral of his Sins were 
of a Publick Nature, he ought to have been very par- 
ticular and exact in the Enumeration of them; but he 
mentions only two, viz. his taking what he calls moſt 
abominable Oaths in Defence of Uſurpation, and his 

pleading Guilty to his Indictment, | 
He muſt be a very ſuperficial Reader, who does not 
obſerve, that theſe things, which Mr, Pau} calls Sins, 
were attended with others of as heinous and publick a 
Nature; of which he ſays not one Word. For his tak- 
ing the Oaths, if he thought them abominable, wag 
not only a Crime againſt his pretended Lawful Sove- 
reign, King James III. but a dreadful mocking of God, 
and treacherous Impoſition upon the preſent Govern- 
ment, and his Country; and ſo much the more, that 
he continu'd in this abominable Practice till the time the 
Rebellion broke out: and it was aggravated by this 


heinous Circumſtance, That he went from the very Pul- - 


pit in which he preach'd by the Authority of the pre- 
ſent Government, to join thoſe who roſe. in Arms a- 


gainſt it. Had he been a ſincere Penitenr, ſuch hateful 


Prevarication with God and Man muſt have ſtar'd him 
in the Face, and call'd for an expreſs and humble Ac- 
| knowledg- 
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know ledgment of it; whereas he confines his Repen- 
| tance to what he did againſt the Loyalty which he fan- 
cies he ow'd the Pretender. 

One might have expected, from a true and ingenu- 
ous Penitent, an Account of the Reaſons why he calls 
the preſent Government an Uſurpation : for tho per- 
haps he might think, that the Word of a dying Prieſt 
was Authority enough for the Bigots of his Party, he 
ought to have conſider?d, that others would expect ve- 
ry ſtrong and convincing Arguments to prove, that his 
ſingle Judgment ſhould be prefer'd not only to that of 
our preſent Legiſlature, .but of all our Parliaments ; 
who, ever ſince we were a Nation, have aſſerted it to 
be their indiſputed Right to dethrone Tyrants, and to 
ſettle the Succeſſion in ſuch a manner as they thought 
moſt conducible to preſerve the Liberties of the People. 
Nothing can be more evident than this in all our Hiſ- 
tories and Acts of Parliament before the Reformation; 
and he muſt have been prodigiouſſy ignorant, if he did 
not know that. It has been the Practice, as well as the 


Principle of the Church of England ſince ſhe became 


Proteſtant: For all the World knows, that in the be- 
ginning of the Reformation, under Henry VIII. ſhe 
own'd the Power of Parliaments, in ſettling the Suc- 
ceſſion, about which there were ſeveral Acts made in 
his Reign. In that of his Son, King Edward VI, it ap- 
pears plain enough that the leading Proteſtants were of 
the ſame mind, when they agreed to ſet aſide his Popiſh 
Siſter Queen Mary, and to ſettle the Crown on Lady 
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Jane Grey, And 'tis as well known, that the famous N 


Martyr, Biſhop Ridley, did openly preach againſt Queen 
Mary's Title, at Paul's-Crofs. 
In Queen Elizaberh's Reign it appears, by the Records 


of Parliament, that the Biſhops of the Church of Eng- 


land did unanimouſly agree not only to ſet aſide the 


Title of Mary the Popiſh Queen of Scots, who was next 
; Heireſs to the Engliſh Crown ; but alſo to take off her 
Head, | becauſe of her Plots againſt Queen Elizabeth, 
- *Tis no. leſs evident, from the Hiſtory of that Reign, 


That the Biſhops and Clergy of England enabled the 
| | Queen, 
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Pardon at the hands of God. 
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Queen, by their Purſes and otherwiſe, to ſupport the 
Proteſtants of France and the Vetherlands, who had ta- 
ken Arms againſt their Tyrannical Sovereigus; and allo 
thoſe of Scotland, who had dethron'd the Mother, and 
ſet. up the Son. In the Reign of King James I. the 
Church of England concurred in like manner to ſupport 
the Proteſtants of the United Netherlands and Germany 
againſt their Tyrannical Princes; and they contigu'd 
the ſame Endeavours in the Reign of King Charles I. 
when even Archbiſhop Zaud, the Idol of our High- 
Church Clergy, concurred in granting Subſidies for the 


Support of the French Proteſtants, who were in Arms 


againſt rheir perſecating Sovereign, What the Church 
of England did towards dethroning King James II. for 
his Tyranny, is too late to be forgot; and Mr. Paul 
cannot but know, that ſhe annually thanks God in her 
Office on the 5th of November, for bringing over the 
Prince of Orange, and making all Oppoſition fall before 
him, till he became our King and Governour, This, no 
doubt, he frequently concurred in; and had his Jacobite 
Repentance been fincere, he onght to have acknowledg'd 
that as publickly as the other. things, which he thought 
it his Duty to declare in the Face of the World. 

Upon the whole, it appears to be of too great Im- 
portance for the Speech-makers to think, that Mr. Paul's 
bare Aſſertion, without any Argument, was ſufficient 
to weigh down ſuch a Train of Authorities. 

His begging Pardon of thoſe whom he has ſcandaliz'd 
by pleading Guilty, is the Form which the Ghoſtly 
Fathers of the Rebels have put into all their Mouths ; 
as appears by Lord Derwentwater's Speech, &c. But 


ſince he calls this a baſe and diſhonourable Action, in- 


conſiſtent with his Duty to the King, and an entire 
Surrender of his Loyalty; it deſerv'd a greater Act of 

Contrition, than to aſcribe it barely to human Frailty, 
a tao great Deſire of Life, and the Perſuaſion of pre- 
tended Friends. Here again he ſhews himſelf a very 
looſe Proteſtant, when he relies upon his own Repen- 
tance, without one word of our Saviour's Merits for a

Ton ſee, my Countrymen, by my Habit, that I die a Son, 
tho a very unworthy one, of the Church of England : but [ 
would not have you think that I am a Member of the Schiſ- 
matical Church, whoſe Biſhops ſet themſelves up in oppoſition 
to thoſe Orthodox Fathers, who were unlawfully and invalid- 
ly depriv'd by the Prince of Orange. I declare that I re- 
nounce that Communion, and that I die a Dutiful and 
Faithful Member of the Nonjuring Church; which has kept 
it ſelf free from Rebellion and Schiſm, and has preſerv'd and 
maintain'd true Orthodox Principles, both as to Church and 
State. And I deſire the Clergy, and all Members of the 


Revolution-Church, to conſider what Bottom they ſtand upon, 
when their Succeſſion is grounded upon an Unlawful and In- 


valid Deprivation of Catholick Biſhops ; the only Foundation 
of which Deprivation, is a pretended Ad of Parliament.

Here's a new Diſcovery, for which the World is ob- 
lig'd to the Speech- makers, that the Habit makes a Son, 


or a Prieſt, of the Church. It had been well for the 
She- Comedian, who acted Roxellana, that this Doctrine 
had obtain'd in the Reign of King Charles II. for then 


ſhe might have been a Counteſs without Diſpute, and 
her Son Heir to an antient Earldom, becauſe ſhe was 


marry'd to an Earl by his Coachman in a Prieſt's Ha- 
bit. Parſon Paul might alſo have been better inform d 


by his good Friends the Papiſts, among whom tis a 
common Proverb, Cuculla non facit Monachum, That 


the Coul does not make a Monk: but the plain Deſign. 


of this Paragraph is to incenſe the Mob againſt the Go- 
vernment, as if they were going to hang vp the Church. 
That was the Reaſon why Mr. Paul went to Tyburn in 
his Prieſt's Veſtments, which he needed not have done. 
We know the time when the Clergy took a great deal 
of Care to prevent ſuch a Scandal to their Cloth, and 
that was when They degraded the Reverend Mr. Sam. 
John ſon, before he was whipt, for writing againſt Popery 
and Tyranny ; tho he had more Honeſty, and a better 


Title to his Orders, than any of thoſe who pretended 
to 
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to take them from him. But this lets us ſee where 
the Blame lies, if carrying Mr. Paul to Tyburn in 
his Prieſt's Veſtments was a Diſgrace to the Church. 
There are ſome in the World, who think the Character 
of a Jacobite Prieſt indelible, tho they did not think 


ſo of that Brave and Learned Patriot, Mr. John ſon. But 


however that is, 'tts no more Reflection upon the Go- 
verament, that Prieſts ſhould be hang'd in their Ha- 
bit, than Kill'd in the Field for Rebellion; and this 
we may venture to ſay, that Parſon Paul diſnonour'd 
the Habit more by wearing it in the Pulpit, than at the 
Gallows. 

At the ſame time his Friends have a very good way 
to make themſelves amends, by laying up his Veſtments 
with thoſe of St. Garnet and Faux, where the Bigots 
may adore them as precious Relicks; and perhaps this 
was the reaſon why the Parſon would not die in a 
Lay-Habit, tho he was diſguis'd in one, when taken up 
for his Treaſon, 

The World is farther oblig'd to this Prieſt, for ano- 
ther important Diſcovery; to wit, that he was not a 
Member of the Schiſmatical Church, but dy'd a duti- 
ful and faithful Member of the Nonjuring Church of 
England, which has kept it ſelf free from Rebellion 
and Schiſm, and has preſerv'd and maintain'd true Or- 
thodox Principles, both as to Church and State. The 
Folly and Inconſiſtency of this Declaration is evident 
at firſt View, and the Malice of it is what ill became a 


dying Man. Tis well enough known that he liv'd a 


Prieſt, tho he did not die a Member, of what he call'd 
the Schiſmatical Church; and he contiav'd i in her Com- 
munion till he went to join the Rebels at Preſton. „This 
is another of his publick Sins, which he forgot 1 in his 
Enumeration of 'em in the beginning of his Speech; but 
he thinks to atone for that, by renouncing her Commu- 


nion at Death. 


"Tis pleaſant. to hear his Reaſons fo: Hing the Eſta- 
bliſh'd Churchschiſmatical, and that is,becauſe her Bihops 
ſet themſelves up in oppoſition to thoſe Orthodox Fa- 


thers, who were unlawfully and invalidly depriv'd by the 
B Prince 
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Prince of Orange. So that according to him the Church 
of England is Schiſmatical, Republican, and Antimo- 
narchical, as well as Diſſenters : but had the Speech- 
maker's Head been cool, he would have conſider'd, that 
his Argument, were it concluſive, could not make all 
the Eſtabliſh'd Church Schiſmaticks, but only thoſe Bi- 
ſhops who came in place of his depriv'd Orthodox Fa- 
thers, and ſuch as liv'd under them; now all thoſe 
Biſhops being dead, the Schiſm, according to Mr. 
Dodwell, the grand Champion of the Party, ceas'd with 
them. By this we ſee, that the Party has no fix'd Prin- 
ciple ; far tho they applauded that Author, and look'd 
upon him as their Oracle, yet now they differ from 
him: ſo that we find it to be true of this Set of 
People, That evil Men and Seducers grow worſe and 
worſe. 

Ihe Parſon equally diſcovers his Malice and Igno- 
rance, by finding fault with that Deprivation ; for had 
he ever read the Statute of Proviſors, made in the 25th 


of King Edward Ill. he might thereby have known, 


© That the Church of England was founded in the E- 


© ſtate of Prelacy, by the Kings, Earls, Barons, and o- 


ther Nobles of this Realm, to inform them and the 
© People of the Law of God, Oc. And that certain 
c Poſleſſions, as well in Fees, Lands, Rents, as in Ad- 
© yowſons, which do extend to a great Value, were 
© afſign'd by the ſaid Founders to the Prelates, Cc.“ 
And ſince it is ſo, tis a known Maxim in Law and Rea- 
| ſon, That they who have a power to make, have a 
power to unmake : and it will be acknowledg?d as a ve- 
ry good reaſon all over the World, to deprive ſuch 
Prelafes as refuſe to ſwear or give Allegiance to the 
Government, that founded their Prelacys, and protects 
their Perſons. | | 

He might alſo have ſeen, by the 5th of the 25th of 
Henry VIII. that the Biſhops of Salisbury and Worceſter 
were depriv'd, becauſe not regarding their Duties to 
Almighty God, nor the Cures of their Biſhopricks, 
they dwelt at Rome, and other Parts beyond Sea, Cc. 
And the Reaſon given for this Power, then exercis'd 
| | N | by 
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by the King and Parliament, is the ſame with that al- 


ready mention'd in the Statute of Proviſors. Beſides, 
every one knows, that in King Henry VIII. and King Ed- 
ward VI's Time, the Biſhops held their Commiſſions only 
during the Pleaſure of the Prince, and as his Delegates. 

If the Speech-maker's Friends object, that this re- 
lates only to the Temporalities of the Biſhops, *tis an- 
ſwer'd, that in the Commiſſion taken out by Archbiſhop 
Cranmer for his Archbiſhoprick, his Power of ordain- 
ing and turning out Presbyters, is alſo deriv'd from the 
King. The Commillion is at large in Dr. Burnet's Hiſ- 


tory of the Reformation, Collection of Records, p. 90. 


But perhaps the Example of that Excellent Primate 
and Martyr won't have much weight with the High- 
Church Party; therefore I ſhall give them one of Biſhop 
Bonner, who was as Bloody and High a Churchman as 
any of themſelves. He took out a Commiſſion from 
King Henry VIII. in the Preamble of which 'tis aſſerted, 
© That ſince all Juriſdiction, both Eccleſiaſtical and Ci- 
vil, flow'd from the King as Supreme Head, and he 
was the Foundation of all Power; it became thoſe 
who exercis'd it only at the King's Courteſy, grate- 
fully to acknowledg that they had it only of his Boun- 
ty, and declare that they would deliver it up again 
when it ſhould pleaſe him to call for it.“ The Com-

miſſion is exhibited at large in Dr. Burnet's Hiſtory of 


the Reformation, Vol. 1. Collection of Records, N' 14. 
 *Tis true, that the way of giving Temporary Com- 
miſſions to Biſnops for the Exerciſe of their Epiſcopal 
Power, is now laid aſide: but ſince that Power is ſtill 
deriv'd from the Sovereign, by virtue of a Conge d' 
Eſlire, tis impudent in our High. Church Prieſts to 
complain of the Deprivation of the Nonjurant Biſhops 
by King William and his Parliament; eſpecially if we 


5 conſider, that Biſhops were antiently choſen in Parlia- 


ment, till the time of Henry I. and that 'tis by Act of 
Parliament our Princes were impower'd to erect and 
confer 'Biſhopricks ; as appears by 31 H. VIII. c. 9. & 
13. and by the 37th of his Reign, c. 17. 'tis declar'd,

By the 25th Henry VIII. c. 20. the Chapter is oblig'd 
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in the Conge dEſlire , if they do not, his Nomination 
is ſufficient : and the Archbiſhop and Biſhops, to whom 2 
the King's Signification is directed, are oblig'd to con- 1 
ſecrate the Elect within twenty Days, as well as the 
Chapter is to preſent him, on pain of a Premunire. 

Yet tho the Engliſh Prelacy is ſo plainly a Creature 
of the State, and enjoys all its Power and Revenues 
from it; our High-Church Prieſts are fo traitorous and 
unconſcionable, that they would have the Biſhops to 
enjoy part of the Legiſlature as an Eſtate by them ſelves, 
and be capable of Poſts of State, and of Eccleuaſtical 
and Civil Power, without any Dependence on the State: 
which, inſtead of one Pope over Chriſtendom, is to ſet 
up twenty {ix Independent Popes in England, and run 
both Church and State into Anarchy and Confuſion. 

It is in vain for them to alledg, that they diſpute 
King William's Power, becauſe he was not a Lawful 
King; for we have heard already, that by the antient : 
Conſtitution of England, our Parliaments always aſſer- | ö 
ted their Power to dethrone Tyrants, and to ſet up : 
ſuch in their ſtead as would maintain the Nation's 
Privileges. : 

The Speech enumerates ſo many ſorts of Churches 
of England, that it will be hard to tell, according to 
the Notions of the Faction, how many they will come 
to at laſt. Here's a Schiſmatical Church of England, 
a Nonjuring Church of England, a Revolution Church 
of England; he might have added a Perjuring Church of 
England, of which he himſelf, and his Fellow-Criminal 
Mr. Hall were noted Members. Tis ridiculons to aſ- 
ſert, that the Nonjuring Church has kept it ſelf free 
from Rebellion; for all the World knows, that the 
Men of that Stamp begun what he calls the Rebellion 
againſt the late King James, and they have been Re- 
bels to all our Sovereigns ever ſince ; ſo that if any 
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Set of Men in the Iſiand deſerve to be call'd Rebellious 


and Antimonarchical, tis they. Was it not for Re- 


bellion, that Mr, Paul and others of his Party have 
loſt their Lives? We know indeed, that not only the 
Nonjurors, but even ſome others of the Church of 
England, are ſhy of calling it Rebellion; yet *tis ſo in 
the Eye of the Law, and in the Opinion of all thoſe 
Powers in Europe, who have own'd his Majeſty's Title. 
Then let the World judg, whether Parſon Paul's Au- 
thority or theirs, is moſt to be rely'd on. 

*'Tis perfectly ridiculous then to alledg, that the 
Nonjuring Church has kept it ſelf free from Rebellion 
and Schiſm, when they have not only been in a Courſe 
of Rebellion ever ſince the Revolution, but ſeparated 
from their Brethren, and ſet up private Conventicles, 
as well as diſown'd the Head of the Church: which 
certainly makes them Schiſmaricks in the higheſt ſenſe. 
Nor is there a Proteſtant Church in the World at this 


day, whoſe Communion they don't reject. They may 


talk then of being Catholick as long as they pleaſe, but 
they can be ſo in no other ſenſe than that they are for 
2 Roman Catholick Prince, and for ſuch an Union with 
the Church of Rome, as is betwixt her and the Church 
of France; which Mr. Zefey, the Pretender's Chaplain, 
and one of his Biſhops, propos'd long ago in his Pon- 
tificate and Regale. LE” 

Mr. Paul ſeems miſerably to have forgot himſelf, in 
ſaying that he dy'd a dutiful and faithful Member of the 
Nonjuring Church, when the World knows that he 
continu'd a Member of the Eſtabliſh'd Church till the 


Rebellion begun; and it can be prov'd, that he wou'd 


have been glad to have gontinu'd fo, and to have own'd 
the preſent Government a very little before his Death, 
tho the Speech calls it a Uſurpation, could the Pro- 


miſes and Oaths of ſuch a perfidious Wretch been re- 


y'd u pon, or thovght worthy of being accepted. 


The SPEECH. 
Having ask'd Forgiveneſs for my ſelf, I come now to 
forgive others, I pardon thoſe, who under the Notion of 
1 Friend- 
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Friendſhip perſuaded me to plead Guilty. I beartily forgive 

all my moſt inveterate Enemies, eſpecially the Elector of Han- 

nover, my Lord Townſhend, and all others who have been 

inſtrumental in promoting my Death. Father, forgive 

them! Lord Jeſus, have mercy upon them, and lay 

not this Sin to their Charge.

After he has rail'd at the Church and State, he pre- 


tends that he has ask'd Forgiveneſs for himſelf, and 
comes to forgive others; and firſt, thoſe who under the 
Notion of Friendſhip perſuaded him to plead guilty. 
*Tis common, we fee, for thoſe who are falſe them- 
ſelves, to call others Falſe Brethren; yet *tis evident 
by the Clemency ſhew'd to others who pleaded guilty, 
That thoſe who advis'd him to do ſo, were his beft 
Friends: but ſince there were ſuch Aggravations in his 
Caſe and Character, as made him unworthy of the like 
Favour. his Blood lies on his own Head. 

His way of forgiving others is very extraordinary, 
when he calls them with his dying Breath his moſt in- 
veterate Enemies; and among thoſe, he points out the 
King, under the Title of Elector of Hannover, and my 
Lord Townſhend. This ſmells of ſo much Rancour, 
that it is not reconcilable with the Spirit of Chriſtiani- 
ty, and at the ſame time it ſhews the height of Preva- 
rication with God and Man; ſince in his Applications 
for Mercy he gave the King his Royal Titles (which he 
now denies him) and him whom he call'd his King at 
the Gallows, he thought fit to call a Pretender in his 
Petitions. His pointing at my Lord Townſhend in ſuch 
a particular manner, is to mark out that Noble Lord 
to the Fury of the Facobite Mobs ; a piece of Revenge 
that is abominable in any Man, but execrable in a dy- 
ing Miniſter, who knew that my Lord Townſhend could 
not in Faithfulneſs to the King behave himſelf any o- 
therwiſe than he did, or become an Interceſſor for a 
Man of ſo vile a Character, as Mr. Paul appears to 
have been, to all that know him. But the Spirit of 


Rage and Malice, by which the Parſon was acted to the 


laſt,

laſt, will further appear by the following Paragraph, 
and the Reflections upon it. 


„ The SPEECH. 

The next thing I haue to do, Chriſtian Friends, is to ex- 
hort you all to return to your Duty. Remember that King 
James the Third is your only Rightful Sovereign, by the 
Laws of the Land, and the Conſtitution of the Kingdom. 
And therefore if you would perform the Duty of Fuſtice to 
him, which is due to all Mankind, you are oblig'd in Con- 
ſcience to do all you can to reſtore him to his Crown : For it 
is his Right, and no Man in the World beſides himſelf can 
lawfully claim a Title toit. And as it is your Duty to 
ſerve bim, ſo it is your Intereſt; for till he is reſtord, the 
Nation can never be happy, Tou ſee what Miſeries and Ca- 
lamities have befallen theſe Kingdoms by the Revolution; 
and ] believe you are now convinced, by woful Experience, 
that ſwerving from God's Laws, and thereby putting your 
ſelves out of bis Protection, is not the way to ſecure you 
from thoſe Evils and Misfortunes which you are afraid of in 
this World. Before the Revolution, you thought your Reli- 
gion, Liberties, and Properties in Danger; and I pray you 
to conſider how you have preſerv'd them by Rebelling, Are 
they not ten times more precarious than euer? Who can ſay 
he is certain of his Life or Eſtate, when he conſiders the Pro- 
ceedings of the preſent Adminiſtration ® And as for your 
Religion, is it not evident that the Revolution, inſtead of 
keepmg out Popery, has let in Atheiſm? Do not Hereſies 
abound every day; and are not the Teachers of falſe Doc- 
trines patroniz'd by the Great Men in the Government? 
This ſhews the Kindneſs and Affection they have for the 
Church. And to give you another Inſtance of their Reſpect 
and Reverence for it, you are now going to ſee a Prieſt of 
the Church of England murder'd for doing his Duty, For 
it is not me they ſirike at ſo particularly, but it is thro me 
that they would wound the Prieſthood, bring a Diſgrace upon 
the Gown, and a. Scandal upon my Sacred Function. But 
they would do well to remember, that he who deſpiſes Chriſtꝰs 
Prieſts, deſpiſes Chriſt 5 and he who deſpiſes him, deſpiſes 
him that ſent him. g 
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REMARKS... 


After profaning the Name of our Saviour, by ſeem- 
ing to pray that he would forgive thoſe, who had been 


inſtrumental in promoting Mr. Paul's Death; the 


Speechmaker gives himſelf the lye, by exciting his Au- 
ditors to a new Rebellion: and the Motives he uſes for 


it are only a parcel of vulgar Topicks and bold Aſſer- 


tions, ſuited to the Taſte of the Facobite Mob, without 
one word of Argument to ſupport his Propoſitions ; 
for he knew the Credulity of the High-Church Faction, 
and that if he cou'd prevail upon them to exert them- 
ſelves for the Pretender, they wou'd not fail in their 


uſual brutiſh manner to attempt a Revenge on thoſe, 


whom he points out as his own and the Pretender's 
Enemies.

*Tis remarkable however, that he does not offer one 


Law or Text to juſtify the Pretender's Claim, which he 
ſo poſitively aſſerts, bur goes on with a pitiful Decla- 
mation, to perſuade them to a new Rebellion, from the 
Topicks of Intereſt. And he inliſts upon the Calami- 
ties that have befallen theſe Kingdoms by the Revolu- 
tion, without giving one Inſtance of thoſe Cala mities. 
We may ſee the Hand of the Jeſvit in this way of Rea- 
ſoning; for crafty and knaviſh Men always betake them- 
ſelves to Generals. In this he follows the Example of 
the Holborn Doctor, who did what he cou'd to blacken 
the Revolution, and the Methods made uſe of to effect 
it, by general Slanders, without offering at one parti- 
cular Inſtance to juſtify what he ſays. 

Nothing can more demonſtrate the Infatuation of 
Mr. Paul, or thoſe who made his Speech, than his tel- 
ling the People that before the Revolution they thought 
their Religion, Liberties, and Properties in danger ; 
and that inſtead of preſerving them by Rebellion, they 
are now become ten times more precarious then ever. 
Had Satan appear'd in a viſible Form, he cou'd not have 
vtter'd any thing more deceitful and falſe, By this In- 
ſtance *tis plain, that the great Accuſer of the Bre- 
thren triumphs in the Weakneſs, as well as the Wic- 


kedneſs of thoſe he has deluded: For even the late 
. Arch-

Archbiſhop Sancroft, and other Patrons of the Non- 
jurant Party, give Mr. Paul the lye, as to the firſt part 
of his Propoſition, and common Senſe falſifies the lat- 
ter. To prove this, we need only to obſerve, that 
Sancroft and the reit of the Biſhops, who refus'd to read 
K. James IPs Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, 
alledg'd that it was an Invaſion upon our Civil and Re- 
ligious Liberties. And becauſe they ſet forth this in 
their Petition to that Prince, they were committed to 
the Tower, and brought to a Tryal as traitorous Crimi- 
nals: but to their good fortune, the Law, which they 
had formerly too much run down, prevaiPd againſt 
that Arbitrary Power of the Prince, which they had 
ſo long preach'd up; and the Arguments which were 
made uſe of by the late Lord Chief Juſtice Pollexfen, 
Lord Sommers, and other Whigs, in behalf of the Con- 
ſtitution, prevail'd ſo far, that they were honourably 
acquitted. Upon which, Dr. Sancroft and his Brethren 
did ſo much reſent theſe Tyrannical Proceedings of 
King James II. that they concur'd with others in the 
Happy Revolution: and Archbiſhop Sancroft himſelf, 
tho afterwards the Head of the Nonjuring Party, did 
take the Keys of the Tower from Skelton, K. Fames's 
Lieutenant, and join'd, with other Biſhops afcerwards 
Nonjurors, in a Declaration for applying to the Prince 
of Orange, on the 11th of December 1688. after King 
Fames had run away, to obtain a Parliament for ſe- 
curing our Laws, Liberties, Properties, and the Church 
of England in particular. 

This is enough to ſhew, that the Heads of the Non- 
jurant Party were then convinc'd that our Religion, 
Liberties, and Properties were in Danger ; which ſuf- 
ficiently confutes Mr. Paul's Inſinuation, that they were 
not. | 

And as to the other part.of his bold Aſſertion, that 
they are ten times more precarious now than ever, com- 
mon Senſe and Experience give him the Lye; for 
Thanks to God, we have now a Proteſtant, whereas 
we then had a Popiſh King on the Throne: and Malice 
it ſelf can't ſay, that profeſs'd Papiſts are contrary to 
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Law made Members of the Privy Council, Commanders 
in the Army, and obtruded upon. our Univerſities, in- 


ſtead of Proteſtants illegally turn'd out, as was the Caſe | 


in thoſe days. 
Beſides, by the Revolution, which Mr. Paul thinks 


it to call a Rebellion, we have obtain'd an irrevocable 


Law, that none who has been a Papiſt, is a Fapiſt, or 
marries a Papiſt, ſhall from hencetorth {it on our 
Throne ; but that they ſhall always be of the Commu- 
nion of the Church of England, as by Law cſtablith'd. 


This is ſuch-a Security for our Religion, as England 


never had before. And as to our Civil Rights, Liber- 
ties, and Properties, we have, by the Declaration of 
Rights, enacted into a Law, ſuch a Security, as our An- 
ceſtors never enjoy'd a better, nor can any Nation in 
Europe ſhew the like, With what face then could this 
dying Traitor ſay, that our Religion, Liberties, and 
Properties are ten times more precarious than ever? 
Certainly a Man who could thus appear before the Tri- 
bunal of Heaven, with ſuch a Lye in his Mouth, muſt 
have been judicially harden'd, and given up to a repro- 
bate Senſe. 

As to his Queſtion, Who can ſay he is certain of his 
Life or Eſtate, when he conſiders the Proceedings of 
the preſenc Adminiſtration ; ; it is brimful of the greateſt 
Malice and Falſhood, and utter'd on purpoſe to expoſe 
the Miniſtry to the Rage of the Jacobite Mobs; which 
ſhews us how ſincere Mr. Paul was in bis Profeſſions to 
forgive his Enemies. But it is our Happineſs that none 
of the Party can fay, that the preſent Miniſtry pack 
Juries, or ſuborn Evidence, to ſwear Men out of their 
Lives and Eſtates, as the Tories always did when they 


ſat at the Helm. Nor can Malice charge the preſent 


Miniſtry with bringing Quo Warranto's, to deprive 
4.orporations of their Charters, on pretence of hav- 


_ lag forfeited them by Tumults; as was practis'd in the 
elgns of King Charles and King Fames II. notwith- 


anding the juſt occaſion which the Faction has given 
for doing it every where, by ſuch groundleſs and bar- 


barous Tumults and Rebellions, as were never hears 
| 0 
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of in England before. As to the Security of our Lives 
and Eſtates, the Rebels themſelves, who have been 
brought to Tryal, can bear Witneſs, that they have 
had the Benefit of the th of William III. which is 
more favourable and indulgent to Traitors, than the 
Laws of England before the Revolution; for by this 
Ack they are allow'd a Copy of their Indictment five 
days, and a Copy of the Pannel two days before Trial, 
to make their Defence by Counſel, and Proof by Wit- 
neſſes upon Oath. And the Court is oblig'd, on the 
Requeſt of the Priſoners, to aſſign them Counſel, who 
are to have free Acceſs to them; beſides which, none 
can be try'd according to that Act, but on the Oath of 
two lawtul Witneſſes, either both to the ſame Overt- 
Act, or one to one Overt-Act, and the other to the o- 
ther: which are all ſuch Privileges as Engliſhmen never 
enjoy'd before the Revolution. 

Since all this is evident by our Statute-Books, and 
by Matter of Fact, it plainly ſnews the Ignorance and 
Malice of Mr. Paul and his Speech- makers. 

As to his other Inſinuation, that the Revolution, in- 
ſtead of keeping out Popery, has let in Atheiſm, no- 
thing but unparallePd Impudence could have utter'd it. 
The late Biſhop of Sarum did juſtly obſerve at Sacheve- 
rel s Trial, that nothing had ſo much contributed to the 
Growth of Atheiſm in the Nation, as the Clergy's play- 
ing faſt and looſe with Oaths: and as this was the a- 
vow'd Practice of Mr. Paul and his Party, to take 
Oaths to the Government, on purpoſe to undermine 
it, and to abjure the Pretender, while at the ſame time 
they carry'd on his [ntereſts; the Growth and Patro- 
nage of Atheiſm, is juſtly aſcrib'd to his own Faction. 
There can be no ſtronger proof of this, than their 
Breach of ſolemn Leagues and Oaths, and making the 
late Queen Anne ſo notoriouſly contradict her ſelf from 
the Throne. Beſides, does not all the World know, 
that her Tory Miniſtry, and particularly two of her 
_ Secretaries of State, were guilty of the moſt avow'd 
Perjury ? Were not the Generals of the Rebels, as 
well as he who betray'd the Confederate Armies to 
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France, guilty of wilful Perjury ? And were not many 


of the High Church Members of the Houſe of Com- 


mons, and the High Church Clergy guilty of the like? 
Can any thing be a greater Proof of Atheiſm than wil- 


ful Perjury? Does it not deny the very Being, and all 
the Attributes of God Almighty ? With what face 


then could this dying Traitor charge others with - 


theiſm. of which he and his Party are ſo demonſtra- 


_ bly guilty ? 


He ſeems to make a Diſtinction betwixt Atheiſm and 
Popery, and to give the latter the Preference, which 
is another Proof of his Ignorance and Malice; for eve- 
Ty Man who has read the Caſuiſtical Divinity of the 
Jeſvirs, which is the very Soul and Support of Popery, 
muſt needs kpow, that the whole Scheme of that Divi- 
nity is Atheiſtical : and therefore it has a long time 
been the Opinion of ſome of the ableſt Proteſtant Di- 
vines, that it is next to impoſſible for a Man of Learn- 


ing and Knowledg of the World to be a Papiſt, and 


not be an Atheiſt at the ſame time. | 

For Mr. Paul's other Inſinuation, that Herefies a- 
bound every day, and that the Teachers of falſe Doc- 
trines are patroniz'd by the Great Men now in the Go- 


-vernment, he ought to have given ſome well. known 
"Inſtances to ſupport his Aſſertion ; but his Buſineſs was 


to ſlander : fo that this needs no other Anſwer, than 


that it ill becomes thoſe who preach and maintain the 
abominable Doctrines of Popery and Slavery, Herefies 
deſtructive to the Bodies and Souls of Men, to charge 
the Miniſtry with patronizing the Teachers of falſe 
Doctrines, merely becauſe they won't break thro Law 
to gratify the perſecuting Humour of High- Church, a- 
gainſt Men who differ from their Brethren in ſome Mat- 
ters of Speculation, or mere Circumſtantials of Reli- 
Sion. |

But the true Cauſe of all this Malice is, that Mr. Paul 


was now for his Rebellion brought to the Gallows, 


which he calls the Murder of a Prieſt of the Church of 
England for doing his Duty. We have heard before, 
that the Practice for which he was condemn'd to be 
ne hang'd, 
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hang'd, is directly contrary to the Doctrine of the Li- 
turgy of the Church of England; ſo that tis ridicu- 
lous as well as hateful for him to call a due Courſe of 
Law Murder. Faux and Garnet, when they were 
hang'd for the Gunpowder-Plot, and thoſe who ſufter'd 
in King William's time for the Aſſaſſination, went out 
of the World with the like Reflections upon the Go- 
vernment ; ſo that theſe being only Words of courſe 
from Rebels at the Gallows, they deſerve no further re- 
gard.

Nothing can be more villanous and profane than the 
laſt part of this Paragragh, where he falily allerts, 
that the Prieſthood was ſtruck at thro him, G. How 
he could reckon himſelf a Prieſt, ſince he was ordain'd 


. by a Schiſmatical Biinop in 1709, I can't tell; but be 
that how it will, 'tis never reckon'd a Diſgrace to the 


Clergy in a Proteſtant Country, when any of that Or- 
der are juſtly executed for capital Crimes : nor was It 
reckon'd ſo even among his Brethren the Papiſts in Spain 


and Catalonia, where Prieſts were hang'd for Rebellion 


on both ſides by the Houſes of Bourbon and Auſtria, ac- 


cording as either prevail'd ; but more eſpecially by 


King Philip, ſince Mr. Paul's Friends, the late Tory 
Miniſtry, betray'd the Catalans : and | ſuppoſe that no 
body will doubt that thoſe two Royal Families have as 
great a Reſpect for the Order of the Prieſthood, as our 
High Churchmen. It is true indeed, that the Pope, the 


Great High Prieſt, has always claim'd the ſole Power 


of aniiradverting upon the Clergy, as his own proper 
Sons; but one of the moſt Chriitian Kings, who took 
a Biſhop in Rebellion, with a Coat of Mail upon him, 
knew very wel] how to diſtinguiſh betwixt the Prieſt 


and the Rebel; and when the Pope demanded the Bi- 


ſhop to be ſet at liberty as one of his Sons, the French 


. King ſent his Holineſs the Biſhop's Armour, and bid 


him ſee whether that was his Son's Coat or no; making 

ne of the vulgar Latin Tranilation in the Caſe of Jo- 

ſeph's Coat that was ſent to his Father, Vide an bs ſit 

tunica filii tui? Had Parſon: Paul gone to the Gallows 

with the Lay-Habit in which he rebell'd in LOT 
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and was taken up in London, it might have ſav'd the 
Honour of the Gown, but it would bave been no Argu- 
ment for the Honeſty of the Prieſt. 


The Concluſion of this Paragraph is ſo very profane 


and blaſphemous, that it can't be repeated without 
Horror. The Text here, miſapply'd by Mr. Paul, was 
ſpoke with relation to our Saviour's Apoſtles, ſo that 


the Miſſionaries of Popery and Slavery have nothing to 


do with it. Our Saviour is repreſented by St. Foby the 
Divine, to walk in the midſt of the ſeven Golden Can- 


dleſticks; but thoſe of Braſs, like Parſon Paul, who 


rebel againſt Chriſtianity, in behalf of Antichriſtian 
Idolatry, have their Miffion from the Pope and the 
Devil: ſo that a Man cannot be a good Chriſtian, with- 


out deſpiſing them and him that ſent them.

And now, Beloved, if you bave any Regard to your 


Country, which lies bleeding under theſe dreadful Extremi- 


ties, bring the King to his juſt and undoubted Right. That 


is the only Way to be freed from theſe Misfortu nes, and to 


ſecure all thoſe Rights and Privileges which are in Danger at 


preſent. King James bas promis'd to prote and defend 
the Church of England ; He bas given his Royal Word to 
conſent to ſuch Laws, which you your ſelves ſhall think ne- 
ceſſary to be made for its Preſervation, And bis Majeſty 
is a Prince of that Juſtice, Vertue and Honour, that you 
bave no manner of Reaſon to doubt the Performance of his 
Royal Promiſe. He ſtudies nothing ſu much as how to 
make you al Eaſy and Happy; and whenever be comes to 
bis King dom, I doubt not but you will be ſo. 

REMARK 8. 

This Paragraph continues Parſon Pauls rebellious 
Declamation, which is very well adapted to the Cauſe 
he dy'd for, *Tis the Encomium of a falſe Prophet 
upon a ſpurious and counterfeit Prince, who ſtands at- 
tainted by our Laws as an Impoſtor. But were it 
otherwiſe, the Parſon dies with a Lye in his right hand 
as to the CharaQer of his pretended King : for rhe 
World knows, that inſtead of giving that 3 
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which the Parſon promiſes in his Name for the Church 
of England, he would not ſo much as take an Oath for 
ſupporting the Traitor's dear Brethren, the Nonjaring 
Epiſcopal. Party in Scotland; in which perhaps he was 
right, ſince a Nonjuring Church ought to have a Non-= 
juring King, Nay, he would not ſo much as counte- 
nance the Church-of-England Liturgy with his Preſence, 
becauſe he lik'd the Maſs in Latin better. In ſhort, 
there wanted nothing to make this Paragraph a com- 
pleat intelligible Lye, but that the Parſon, to the Qua- 


lities of Juſtice, Vertue and Honour, which he aſcribes 


to his King, ſhould have added Yalour ; a Quality as ap- 
plicable to a finiſh'd Coward, as thoſe of Vertue, Ho- 
nour, and Juſtice are to one bred up in the Idolatry of 
Rome, and the Tyrannical Maxims of Fance: and that 
this is the Pretender's Character, we can prove by 
Queen Anne's Speech to Parliament in 1708, 


The SPEECH.

The Clergyman at laſt comes to take ſome Care of 
his own Soul, and prays that his Sins may be pardon'd, 
and that he may be receiv'd into the Everlaſting King- 
dom, among Patriarchs, Prophets, Apoſtles, and Mar- 
tyrs: bur 'tis obſervable, that in his whole Speech he 


does not pray for any one thing thro the Merits of 
Chriſt ; which ſhew'd how little he underſtood the Goſ-

The Concluſion of this paragraph is ſo very extra- 
vagant and hy pocritical, conſidering the Submiſſions
